World Food Subsidy Plan 


To Be Up For Discussion 


OTTAWA (CPA)—A far-reach- 
ing scheme. of” international sub- 
sidies to distribute surplus farm 
products to needy nations has 
been envisioned by the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture. 

Prompted by the urgency of 
present surpluses in Canada—the 
C.F.A, nomed powdered and 
evaporated milk, honey, dried 
beans and canned tomato juice as 
current probleoms—the federation 
has set out to solve tho old prob- 
lem. of breaking down financial 
barriers which cause “over-produc- 
tion”? in one country and starva+ 
tion . elsewhere. ‘ 


Their proposal calls for a joint 
agreement among surplus and 
needy nations, working through a 
joint agency of marketing and ex- 
change. The difference between 
the price which could be paid by 
the consumer nation and an ade- 
quate return to the producer na- 
tion would be made up by a sub- 
sidy from an international emer- 
goncy food fund. Member nations 
of the U.N. Food and Agricultural 
Organization, and the govern- 
ments of the surplus producing 
countrics would contribute to the 
fund, in effect carrying on the

so in very large measure’ even .if 
every nation had a post-war gov- 
ernment of archangels to take 
charge of its affairs. 

Investments Paid for War- ~: 

And on top of this “ general 
world discomfort, we in this coun- 
try suddenly found’ ourselves—a. 
small island..with.a great industrial 
population beyond the capacity of 
our own land to feed—cut . off 
from one of the main sources of 
food: from which we had been sug--:’ 
tained before the. war. We had 
Sent out our exports for a genera- © 
tion to food-growing lands, léav- 
ing a large: portion of the payment . 
for them to be invested..in the - 
‘countries to which they were sent 
—building their . railways, their 
docks and Harbors, their f:iblic 
service equipment of all, kinds— 
and so buii iding up great claims . 
against them for,the regular. send- 
ing to- thig countily of the- supplies 
we needed. Practi¢ally all our pos- 
sessions of dhat sort were thrown, 
into the war. Wé hd. in-order to_ 
see the war through, to pat with 
fall these overseas ‘investments, 
and the flow of food: supplies 
which used to come to us in that |-- 
way has dried up. We get now no 
food for our sustenance -or raw 
materials for our industries from 
‘that source; we must produce for 
export an equivalent for every 
ounce that comes in: to us. 

Now, ‘look at the record ‘of our 
Labor Government in relation to 
that set of conditions under which 
they have had to carry on.

FRED HENDERSON 


. Fred Henderson was born in Norwich on ‘Habruacy: 25, 1867. 
He went first to Norwich Presbyterian School and later, to 
Owens College, Manchester. He threw himself: into the’ political 
struggle in the stirring. days of Keir Hardie’s Independent 
..uabor. Party, and in the early days of.the century he wrote 
“several books and pamphlets urging the Socialist case. In 1911 
his book “The Case for Socialism” was published. It was trans- 
- lated into several languages, and in 1934 the Labor’ Party 
printed a new edition of -it. 

Like all British Labor veteran campaigners, Fred Henderson 

“has served: the public wherever the work lay to his hand, join- 
ing his local council (then the Norwich Board of Guardians) 
~"" in the eighteen-nineties. He is still a.‘ member of ‘Norwich City 
Council and was made an honorary freeman of the.city in 1947. 
Thus he can claim half a century’s service on his l0¢al authority. 
: His penny pamphiet ‘The’ A.B.C. of Socialism’’ was sold, in 
the old days at Socialist meetings alongsidé~those of Keir 
‘Hardie, William Morris and’ Robert Blatchford. In it he said: 
“Socialism is not something that the Socialists say they are 
going to do for you. It is a principle of national life and or- 
ganization, which they suggest the nation should ‘do for itself. 
Our mission in politics is to, convince you of the justice of this- 
principle.” 
He is a member of Norwich Labor Party.
